of their Cunds, and unions having been 
recognised as parties to "wags

tracts, and accepted ag such by gov- 
ernmental action ia creating the Rail- 
road Labor Board, conciliation and 
arbitration boards and otherwise, the 
trend of public sentiment plainly has 
been In the direction of insistence that

There lias been a growing disposi- 


tion on part of the public that it la 
unfair, and not in accord vritii the 
American sense ot Justice, for any 
grotsp, body or organization, to enjoy 
immunity !rom the law.
